The False Heal in Adult Education

AGREE with the lecturer over the 
absolute importance «of educa- 
tion; it is the chief weapon of

“Bducation Moves Ahead” as a title 
is indicative of the author's care not 
to over-claim the steps which he him- 
self has taken in uncovering higher 
ideals in teaching and in school ad- 
ministration. To have called it Ed- 
ucation Takes a Long Stride,” for in- 
stance, would have had the appearance 
of presumption, and would have 
marked the leader of the progressive 
movement as an enthusiast. 

New methods in the conduct bf

clently tested in the United States and 
in England in the last 15 years to | 
warrant the statement of definite ideas | 
and the formulation of at least a few | 
definite aims and policies.

Though far from dogmatic, the book 
does observe that: “It is of greatest 
importance that all those who come 
in contact with children shall work 
together to build up consistently their 
understanding not only of what is 
moral, but also of what is fine and 
idealistic. This cannot be done en- 
tirely by precept, but is influenced 
tremendously by personal examplie, 
and by the child's own experiences tn 
formulating his own standards and 
those by which he and his comrades 
live together.” 


Do Pupils Prefer School? 

Do the pupils prefer to be in school 
to being anywhere else; and do they 
prefer school-time to vacation? Thijs 
is the test of good teaching and wise 
discipline which “Education . Moves 
Ahead” upholds. Mr. Smith believes 
that the child should give more time 
to natural science in order that he 
may bétter understand and better 
control his environment, and that he 
should give more time to social sci- 
ence in order that he may better live 
and better co-operate with his fellow- 
men, and feels that the lack of em- 
phasis on these two fields comes from 
tradition rather than from an un- 
prejudiced analysis of present-day 
conditions and needs. 

Many readers will not accept all 
that the author has to say on physica! 
examinations and health education, at 
the samé time too much cannot be 
said on freedom from repression and 
having facilities for wholesome play. 
One may wonder at the stress upon 


earefully marking the child after under- 


going an intelligence test, while con- 
demning the marking system gener- 
ally with respect to daily work and 
tests in subject matter studied. One 
may easily commend the latter but 
find it difficult to agree with the 
former. 

As an informal and easily read dis- 
cussion of the newer education, the 
book should be of considerable value 
in focusing attention upon the real 
needs of the children, and encourage 
fuller co-operatiom upon the part of 
parents and all who are responsible 
for the best possible schools. ‘

CALCUTTA, Feb. 15 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Advantage was taken of 
the fortnight’s visit which H. M. 8.

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BOOTLEGGING GROWS 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


VICTORIA, B. C., March 10 (Special 
Correspondence)— Efforts by the Brit- 
ish Columbia Government to curb wide- 
spread illicit -sale of liquor in beer 
“clubs” are proving a failure... While 
many ‘of the .“clubs" have been abol- 
ished. bootlegging of hard liquor has 
increased here. The bootleggers sell 
beer at a price so much above the 
prices charged in the “clubs” that 
whisky is belng purchased instead. 
Some of the former “clubs” are running 
as ordinary “blind pigs”. now. Many 
licenses by the Government are con- 
tinuinge their illicit sale of beer without 
restraint. 

„All these conditions are taken to in- 
dicate the futility of attempting to 
stop bootlegging while the bootleggers 
are allowed to secure all the liquor 
supplies they wish from Government 
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liquor stores. The failure of the present 
Government control law is satisfactory 
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to the weis in more than one way as 
it will encourage the electors to vote 
for open sale ‘of ras an alternative | 
to existing regulations.

Wins Basketball Title of the

CHICAGO PLANNING - 
EOURT FOR BOYS 


2 Awaiting Trial t to Be Cared 
for and Given Proper 
Housing 
Special from Monitor Bureau 
CHICAGO, March 17—To care for 
arrested boyz during the period pre- 
ceding trial in a manner helpful to 
them, municipal court authorities of 
Chicago are planning a boys’ court 

ent in the new municipal 
court building to be completed this 
fall which -is in keeping with the 
modern attitude toward youthful of- 
fenders. 

Besides the usual court room equip- 
ment, there will be a large dormitory 
with single beds for 120 boys; there 
will be a study room, and, on the 
roof, an open-air gymnasium. 

To this court will be brought boys 
too old for the juyenile court, youths 
between the ages of 16 and 21 who are 
now put in-jail after arrest. In the 
new headquarters the lads will be 
grouped according to misdemeanors 
for which they wer® accused, so that 
boys held for slight offenses may not 
come in contact with those thought 
guilty of serious crimes, Judge Harry. 
Olson, Chief Justice of the municipal 
court, told à representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Another advantage of the new boys’ 
court will be its proximity to the 
domestic relations court, he added, 
explaining that judges of the two 
courts find it wise to confer about 
cases, since the delinquency of z boy 
may frequently be explained by 2 
case of his parents which has pre- 
p- Viously been handled in the other 
court. He said further: | 

The boys court is even more im 

portant than the juvenile court. The 
boy of 17 is usually shifting for him- 
self and if the court does not help 
him, he will become a serious problem 
to society. 

Judge Daniel P. Trude of the boys’ 
court, closely associated with Judge 
Olson, defined the mew court equip- 
ment as a kind of hotel where boys 
may be housed until the court can 
take suitable action.

The reason why the Peacock. Room, 
more than most great decorative 
schemes, is in need of explanation is 
because, in the first place, Whistler 
is not. responsible for the architec- 
tural détails, now more aggressive 
than they were in Leyland's house; 
and, in the second place, the room is 
now shown under very different con- 
ditions from those for which Whistler 
created his harmony. 
That the architecture was not 
Whistler's, the catalog does state, but 
it hardly emphasizes the fact as it 
should. The series of’ shelves, with 
the unpleasapt repetition of horizon- 
tal and perpendicular lines, were de- 
signed by the architect to hold Ley- 
land’s collection of blue and white. 
Therefore, Whistler could not well 
insist upon getting rid of them, though 
he did dispose of most of the other 
things in the room that displeased 
him.
